Y O R K . 
N ew Y o r k , September 1st.—Labor Day 
was celebrated to-day in grander style than 
ever. All the Government and municipal 
offices, banks, etc., are closed. 
The city is 
gaily decorated with the flags of all nations, 
and hundreds of thousands ot people lined 
the sidewalks on the routes of the proces­ 
sions. There were two parades—that of 
the Central Labor Union, which took in 
the west side of the city, and that of the 
Central Labor Federation, which stirred up 
the denizens of the esst side.

25.000 men turned out in the latter, while 
the 
Central 
Labor 
Union marshaled 
20.000 Socialists, and look a very active 
part in the east side parade. 


AT CHICAGO . 
C h icag o , September 1st.—Labor Day was 
generally observed in this city. There’ were 
two parades this morning, one under the 
auspices of the Trades and Labor Assem­ 
bly, with 20,000 in line, and one by the 
Knights of Labor, who turned out 1,000.

George reached here this morning on the 
steamer Servia. 
The delegates

Single Tax Club met George at the pier and 
extended 
a 
welcome. 
In 
addition 
a 
large num ber of single tax men marched 
in a body to meet him. 
George informed bis friends that he felt 
tired after the voyage and needed a few 
honrs- rest. 
He will be present at the con­ 
ference of single tax men this afternoon. 
George looked better than at any time 
since the campaign of 1886. H e went to 
the W estminster Hotel, where he again 
talked to friends. 
He said his trip around 
the world was more successful than he 
anticipated, even in the protection strong­ 
holds of Australia. 
His most pronounced 
views on free trade were given an im par­ 
tial hearing eveiy where. 
“Single tax clubs,” be said, “had sprung 
np all along the li-e after my speeches. 
The issue has already entered Australian 
politics. Sir Henry Parkes, Prem ier of 
New Sonth Wales, is a convert of ours and 
an earnest advocate of single tax. H e used 
his influence to make my trip a success.” 
Two thousand people attended the recep­ 
tion this evening to H enry George, at 
Cooper Union. 
Jndge Magnire. of San 
Francisco, welcomed George, and verses of 
welcome by Frances M. Milne, of Califor­ 
nia, were read. In response, among other 
utterances, George said tbat America was a 
great and beautiful land, but not free. Tbe 
Americans were not free to build and sail 
ships; not free from the dominion of poli­ 
ticians; not free to bay and sell a peck of 
apples without a license. The speaker 
was not proud of this republic, but he had 
hopes of it. 
Speaking of the dissatisfaction existing 
between capital and labor and the manner 
of curing it, George said: "Labor combina­ 
tions won’t do i t ; strikes, co-operation, 
sharing of profits, the dealing out of cold 
victuals won’t do it. The only thing that 
will do it is justice; the carrying into effect 
of the gospel of free trade. 
[Cheers.] So 
give every man tbat which belODgs to him . 
W hat will you give him Shen ? Single 
tax." 
[ Jheers.j 


IN T E R V IE W W IT H GEO RGE. 
The Press Committee distributed an in ­ 
terview. which follows, as the sentiments 
of Henry George. Tlie questions were 
written out and sent to George, who filled 
in the answers: 
“ Will vou run for M ayor?” 
“ No.” 
“ W ould yon run if a monBter petition, 
such as that of 1885, were presented?” 
“ No. I did that once under a sense of 
duty, but I think I discharged my duty 
then.” 


“ W ill you run for Congress?” 
“ No.” 
“Under what circumstances would yon 
ran ?” 
“I would not run at all. 
I see no pros­ 
pect of circnmstances that would induce me 
to run for anything. I have other work to 
do.” 
' 
“ Will you go to Pennsylvania to stump 
the State for Pattison?” 
“I have not been asked.” 
“Then if yon should go would Pattison 
commit the Democratic partv to free 
trade?” 
“I don’t know how it is within my power, 
by doing or not doing anything, to commit 
the Democratic party to anything. It is 
committing itself to free trade pretty fast, 
and if I could hasten its advance to the only 
logical and truly Democratic position of 
absolute free trade, and no tariff at all, I 
would go further than Pennsylvania.” 
“ You have said the Salvation Army is 
inclined to assist the single tax movement. 
How far has it gone in the single tax direc­ 
tion?” 
“That is hardly the way I put it, 
I have 
said the Salvation Army is abont begin­ 
ning lo grapple with the poverty and 
destitution which exist in all the centers of 
Great Britain, and I am satisfied any at­ 
tempt of this kind m nst ultimately lead 
them to the single tax views. I think I 
am breaking no confidence in saying that 
Mrs. Booth, who has been a sharer of all 
the General’s labors, and who is now pass­ 
ing to her rest through the slow agony of 
incurable disease, has been for years what we 
wonld call a single tax woman. General 
Booth himself had not, I think, got so far, 
nor is tbe army in any way committed to 
single tax; but it has been seen that the 
work of true Christianity canDot be ac­ 
complished until every one who is willing 
to support him self by honest labor shall 
have an opportunity to do so.” 
“ Is there any probability of single-tax 
candidates being put in the field in 1892?” 
“I do not think there is any probability 
of a single-tax party being in the field, for 
the single-tax candidates will in many 
cases be run, and the Democratic party is 
rapidly on its way to free trade. ”

SONS O F TO IL. 


T h ou sand s o f M ech an ics and L aborers 
P arad e at th e B ay. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , September 1st.—The dig­ 
nity of American labor was well sustained 
to-day in this city by the celebration of 
Labor Day. Flags were flying from many 
of the business bouses and from tbe na­ 
tional and m unicipal buildings. 
These, 
with the decorations already far advanced 
for the celebration of Admission Day, 
and the glorious sunshine, formed a scene 
of color unsurpassed. The weather, al­ 
though somewhat close, was not ot a na­ 
ture to oppress the paraders on their long 
line of march. As early as 10 o’clock the 
crowds began to form and were mostly 
made up of the wives and children of the 
paraders. The arrangements for the par­ 
ade were so perfect that at the appointed 
hour, 11 o’clock A. m., it started promptly 
on time. Some surprise was manifested 
at the absence of a police escort to clear 
the way, which necessitated not a little de­ 
lay and frequent gaps in the procession. 
The line of march was from Drumrn and 
Market to Montgomery, to Pine, to Kearny, 
to Market, to Van Ness avenue, where the 
procession countermarched across Market 
to Twelfth, to Thirteenth, where the review 
took place, after which the line entered 
W oodward’s Gardens, where the literary 
exercises were carried ont. 
The procession moved without a stop 
from the time it started. 
By actual time it 
was just an hour passing a given point, and 
was watched by thousands of 
people. 
Taken altogether the celebration of Labor 
Day by tbe different Unions was a grand 
success in every respect. 
Fully seven 
thousand men were in line. 
In the evening there was a grand ball in 
the pavilion at the Gardens, which brought 
the festivities of the day to a close. 


AT SEA TTLE. 
S e a t t l e , September 1st.—The greatest 
celebration in the history of this city oc­ 
curred to-day. Ovet 5,000 workingmen, 
representing sixty trades unions, passed in 
review before tbe Mayor, Common Council 
and Chamber of Commerce in the m orn­ 
ing. The procession was a mile and a 
half long. Each trade was represented by 
an emblematic float, many of them being 
very artistic. The police force, fire de­ 
partm ent and other departments of the 
city government were represented. A crowd 
of fully 20,000 people lined Front and 
Second streets during the parade. Two 
trains of fifteen cars each took the labor 
unions to Renton, where the afternoon was 
devoted to athletic sports and amusements. 
The best of order prevailed. 
W hen the 
parade pissed a building on Second street, 
upon which scab bricklayers and bod- 
carriers were at work, the unions of the 
two trades passed and jeered them. There 
was no other demonstration.

T H E PA NAM A CANAL. 


P rovision s U nder w hich th e G overn m en t 
w ill A id iu Its C onstruction. 


P a n a m a , September 1st.—The prospects 
of the Panama canal are definitelv bright­ 
ening, and in the best informed circles here 
the m atter is regarded as practically con­ 
cluded, althcugb tbe Commission of the 
Senate ia still engaged in studying the pro­ 
posals of Wyse and preparing the draft of 
a bill to authorize the Executive to come 
to terms with him npon the basis of his 
proposal. 
The following 
teit^ntm from official 
sources in Bogota have been published in 
Panam a: 
, 
"The President of tbe Republic bas re­ 
commended to Congress a proposal, which 
is as follows : The extension of the con­ 
tract for eight years longer, ihe works tobe 
commenced not later than e. year and a 
half after approval. The Government will 
concede 10,000 hectares of land, tbat may 
be necessary for carrying out the scheme, 
and settle the expenses, if the company 
will pay the Colombian Government 12(- 
000,000 francs in eight annual installments 
of 1.500,000 fraucs 
each, and 5,000,000 
francs worth of free privileged shares. The 
company will also contribute 30,000 francs 
m onthly for m ilitary protection of transit, 
and all freightsof Colombian produce pass­ 
ing over the P aram a railroad to be carried 
at half tariff rates.”

S a l v a d o r , September 1st,—There

Then a horrible suspicion tnoK possession 
of his mind that tbe coachman and his 
daughter had eloped, a visit to her room 
furnished the proof of his erring daughter’s 
flight. A letter to her father told hrr love 
for Thompson, her effort to conquer the 
feeling and her final yielding to a passion 
which sbe acknowledged conld bring noth­ 
ing but disgrace upon herself and family.

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NO ELECTRIC ROAD. 


The nation of the Board of City Trus­ 
tees yesterday in refusing to amend the 
franchise of the Central Street Railway 
Company, so as to perm it the introduction 
of the electric system, was a shame and a 
disgrace, and a notice to all men of enter­ 
prise and public spirit to keep away from 
this city until the terms of Trastees Mc­ 
Laughlin and W olf have expired, and 
men can be elected who will be governed 
by different motives than those which 
actuate the gentlemen named. 
Sacramento 
has suffered under many hardships and 
evils, but no curse ever fell upon her which 
has done more to retard her progress than 
the election of the present Board of Trus­ 
tees. 
. 
Four weeks ago Mr. J . H . Henry, the 
owner of the electric railway system in 
San Jose, appeared before the Board and 
asked them to amend the franchise of the 
C entral Street Railway Company in this 
city so as to perm it him to introduce here 
the overhead trolley electric system. 
lie 
stated th at he had purchased the Central 
line on condition th at the Board would 
perm it 
this change, and proposed, 
if 
it 
was 
allowed, 
to 
expend 
§150,- 
OOG 
immediately 
in 
equipping 
the 
road. 
Citizens who had seen the over­ 
head system in operation iu other cities 
were delighted at the prospect of its in­ 
troduction here, and those who had not 
seen it at once took steps to ascertain the 
facts in regard to it. 
The Board of Trade 
held a meeting and sent a committee to 
San Jose to investigate the workings of 
the road there, and citizens went there on 
th eir own account for the same purpose- 
The members of the Board of Trustees 
visited San Jose on the same mission, on 
the invitation of Mr. H enry. All returned 
convinced th at the system was a wonderful 
improvement over our present one and 
th a t it would be a great benefit to this city 
if introduced here. 
The Board of Trade held a meeting to 
hear the report of its committee, and upon 
learning the facts appointed a committee 
of five to wait upon the City Trustees and 
urge that body, in the interest of the city, 
to grant the amendment requested by Mr. 
H enry. 
The committee appeared before 
the Board and performed its duty. 
The 
Board then asked Mr. H enry to put into 
th e 
amendment 
certain 
restrictions, 
such 
as 
giving 
the Street Commis­ 
sioner complete control over the setting of 
poles and the time of running cars, all of 
which that gentleman promptly acceded 
to. 
It then became evident, however, 
th a t Messrs. M cLaughlin and Wolf, for 
reasons best known to themselves and 
which can only be conjectured by others, 
were not ready to act and the m atter 
was put over another week, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that every citizen who had 
spoken upon the question openly had 
favored the granting of the change, and 
not one single person had appeared before 
the Board to make the slightest objec­ 
tion. 
So the m atter stood when it came be­ 
fore th e Board for the fourth time yester­ 
day. 
Mayor Comstock brought up the 
question and promptly announced that he 
was ready to vote for the amendment and 
asked the other members what they wished 
to do. 
For nearly half an hour they sat 
and 
looked 
at 
each 
other 
and 
around the room, the most pitable pic­ 
ture of imbecility, or something worse, 
ever presented by a public body. 
Finally 
M cLaughlin produced from his pocket a 
long type-written document purporting to 
be another amendment. 
After reciting 
everything in the codes in regard to the 
responsibility of the owners of street rail­ 
ways and everything in the Yrooman Act 
in regard to the care of the streets, a sec­ 
tion was added giving the Trustees the 
right at any time on sixty days’ notice to 
declare the franchise null and void and or­ 
der the poles taken down w ithin another 
sixty days. 
Mr. H enry saw at once that such a fran­ 
chise would be worthless and promptly an­ 
nounced that he wanted no franchise upon 
any such terms. 
H e evidently saw that it 
oould not be offered in good faith and 
plainly told Mr. M cLaughlin that he nor 
any other man of sense would entertain 
such a proposition for a moment. 
Mayor 
Comstock agreed with Mr. Henry. 
He 
said that he did not think any sane 
man 
would 
accept 
a franchise 
con­ 
taining 
such 
a 
clause 
and 
even 
M r. W olf said lie would not vote for 
such a provision. 
Nevertheless it served 
its purpose, for it gave Mr. W olf a chance 
to join Mr. M cLaughlin in putting the 
m atter over for another week, and thus 
killing the proposition, as Mr. Henry had 
announced that his contract with the Cen­ 
tral Company was a conditional one and 
would expire before next Monday. 
And 
thus the m atter will probably end. 
The 
city will lose the investm ent of §150,000 
in a property that would have added vast­ 
ly to her prosperity and attractiveness, 
and this through the acts of two men in­ 
trusted with the eareof the city’s interests, 
in refusing to grant what was demanded 
by the entire city and against which not 
a single voice was raised. 
W hat motives 
governed these gentlemen in their actions 
cannot, of course, be stated definitely, but 
people have their opinions, and the general 
expression of citizens is not at all compli­ 
m entary to them. They will have hard 
work making anyone believe that solici­ 
tude for the public good had everything to 
do with their course.

THE SUPREME COURT DETERMINES THE 
POLICE SALARY CASE.

I t looks very much as if Minister Miz- 
zer has precedent and State Department 
ruling in his favor in authorizing the seizure 
of General Barrundia. 
The case of Jose 
Gomez not only meets the present one, b u t 
simple reason sustains the action. 
It 
scarcely needs an international lawyer to 
understand that when a ship enters a for­ 
eign port it becomes subject to the local 
jurisdiction, and cannot be made a house 
of refuge for citizens of the jurisdiction 
fleeing from the penalties of the law. 
W ere it otherwise, the foreign ships in the 
harbor of San Francisco m ight become the 
safe refuge of our most dangerous crim i­ 
nals, and the State authorities be unable to 
effect their capture, though they stood in 
plain sight upon the decks. 


T h e Del Monte I Fa re, a vigorous Demo­ 
cratic exchange, has the courage to say to 
its party that it made a grievous mistake 
in rejecting W allace and nominating Stan­ 
ly for Chief Justice. 
True, but it made 
a greater one in nominating Fond. Either 
Coleman and English, who have political 
independent’", and have not hesitated to 
fight “the boss,” would have been able to 
keep a hand upon Buckley’s check-rein. 
B ut E. B. Pond has no such power, since 
w hat he may have possessed he deliber­ 
ately sold for a mess of pottage. 


After many months of anxiety on the 
part of the twenty-five policemen who 
served the city from April 1, 1889, till 
April 1, 1890, they have been told at last by 
the Supreme Court that the Act under 
which they were appointed was unconsti­ 
tutional, and that the city cannot pay them 
the $100 a month agreed upon. 
The former force consisted of fifteen 
men, and the special Act increased the 
num ber to twenty-five. The question now 
is, will the city distribute the salaries of 
fifteen men among the twenty-five, or will 
any of the men receive anything. The de­ 
cision is as follows:

eig h t policem en.

W e tliin x it ap p lies to all officers w ho are a p ­ 
p o in ted to exercise th e ir d uties in e ith e r of th e 
p a rtic u la r p o litical divisions above m entioned. 
It is no t lim ited to officers o / such political d i­ 
visions, b u t em braces officers in such divisions. 
I his in terp retatio n gives to th e language o f th e 
clau se its u su al a m i o rd in ary m ean in g , w hich 
is th e tru e ru le, w here th e w ords a re no t em ­ 
ployed in any tech n ical or p e cu liar sense. 
(W eill vs. K enfieid, 54 Cal. 113.) T he p repo­ 
sition in qualifies th e e n tire clause, a u d is used 
as d en o tin g officers w ho ex ercise th e ir offices 
and perform th e ir d u ties w ith in th e lim its of 
c ith e r political division m entioned 
in 
th e 
clau se. T h ere is n o th in g in th e context, toin- 
d icate th a t it is used iu a n y o th e r sense. 
T h a t th e p e o p le o f th is S tate h ad pow er to 
p u t th e restrictiou on th e leg islativ e pow er c a n ­ 
not be doubted. T his pow er was am ple as re­ 
g ard s th e police jiow er o f th e city , conceding 
th a t th ey w ere S tate o r m u n icip al officers. 
T h e Act o f 1889 c -entes th e office o f police­ 
m an in the- city of Sacram ento. 
T h ere can tie 
no d o u b t o f th is, as to th-. a d d itio n al n u m b er 
o f policem en. w hose ap p o in tm en t is auth o rized 
by th e Act. 
T his creatio n o f offices iu ou r ju d g ­ 
m en t is lorbidden by th e provisions above quoted 
c f th e o rig iu al law o f th e state. 
It is urged th a t 
th e A ct com p ain ed c f h ere (referrin g to the 
A ct of 1889) is no t an A ct creatin g offices, w ith in 
th e m ean ng of subdivision 28 or S ection 25 of 
A rticle IV . ot th e C onstitution. “ It m erely gave 
th e city perm ission to h av e m ore police th a n 
she hail before, if it w as deem ed necessary for 
th e pro tectio n an d good go v ern m en t of th e city.

T he A ct u n d e r consid eratio n did not 
req u ire it. 
No p o in t was th e re m ade th a t the 
a c t w as a special A ct, o r th a t it w as as such in ­ 
h ib ite d by an y provision o f th e C onstitution. 
Sectiou 2521 oi th e P o litical Code, as am ended 
in )ss-'. w as th e re considered, w h ich provided 
th a t th e Board of State H a hor C om m issioners 
m ust, on en terin g on th e d u ties of th e ir office, 
apiiotnt th e follow ing officers: “ A Secretary, an 
attorney, a C hief E ngineer, aud su ch n u m tie ro t 
W harfingers a n d C ollectors as tn ey m ay deem 
necessary." 
It p ro v id ed fa rth e r tn k t such offi­ 
cers shnii hold for s term ot four years from th e 
d ates of th e ir respective appointm ents, b u t m ay 
be rem oved by th e Board at any tim e a lte r due 
investigation lor causes affecting th e ir official 
c h a ra c te r or com petency.

1 fie action w as brought by F ord to com pel by 
w rit of m an d ate th e allow ance an d p ay m en t of 
a balutice o f his salary as C ollector for th e 
m o n th e n d in g Ju ly 21.

It ap p eared by an 
agreed statem en t o f facts th a t Ford hail been 
appo in ted by th e B oard u n d e r th e Act to th e 
office of C ollector ou th e 9th ot Ju n e. 1887; th a t 
he had d u ly en tered upon an d co n tin u ed to 
d isch arg e th e d u ties oi nis office u n til b e was 
rem oved in Ju ly , 1889, for no cause affecting his 
official c h arac te r or c o m p e en c y . 
It fu rth er 
ap p eared th a t th e Board had iu Ju ly , 1889, 
abolished th e office. 
It w as held by th re e o f th e Judges o f th is 
C ourt—Fox.

T h ere arc o th e r provisions of th e C onstitution 
w hich show th a t th e creation oi an office is to 
lie a-co m p lish ed by legislative nation.

NO 
LIKELIHOOD OF ITS BEING CLOSED 
BY THE TRUSTEES. 


S ix te e n S ig n a tu r e s to H is P e t it io n D e e m e d 


S u fficien t, R e g a r d le s s o f th e 


N e w O r d in a n c e. 


There were several petitions filed yester­ 
day with the City Trustees, asking that 
body to grant permission to as many per­ 
sons to conduct saloons. 
Among those 
documents was one on behalf of J. D. Smith, 
who wants the privilege of running the 
saloon on K street which he now operates 
withont a license. 
It was only last week that a jury of his 
peers declared that he was not guilty of 
conducting a saloon without a license, al­ 
though he had just testified that he had no 
license. Under these circumstances, it is a 
little singular that Mr. Smith should go to 
the trouble of petitioning the Trustees to 
allow him to run his place by taking out a 
license. It is true, licenses of that kind do 
not cost much in this generous-hearred 
community, but they am ount to something. 
An ordinance recently passed by the 
Trustees provides that no person shall con­ 
duct a saloon without first presenting to 
the Trustees a petition signed bv a majority 
of the persons residing in the block in 
which it is located, and also tiling a bond 
in the sum of $000 as a guarantee that such 
9aloon shall be conducted in a decent and 
orderly manner. 
The petition presented by Mr. Smith 
yesterday was accompanied by a bond, as 
required, and contained the names of but 
sixteen persons, as follows: D. J. Considine, 
Emil Heinrich, Gap’ain M. Castro, C. J. 
Harkins, Thomas W illiams, Thomas Me 
Shaue, Abe Wilson, J 
Baystiste, J. S. 
Moore, L. B. Green, N. Zemansky. N. P. 
W ildrick. J. N. Payne, T. Allen, J. W. W il­ 
son and J. Zemansky. 
Mayor Comstock was the first to express 
himself in regard to the matter. 
He re­ 
cited the fact tnat the petitioner had m ain­ 
tained a notoriously disreputable place, and 
that it was one of the very class at which 
the ordinance was aimed. He said he had 
applied to lawyer Clinton L. White for ad­ 
vice in the matter, and that the latter had 
wriltten him in reply a letter as follows: 
P u rsu a n t to y o u r request. I h av e e x am in ed 
th e p etitio n p resen ted by J. D. s m ith , ask in g 
th a t th e B oard of T rustees ol S acram en to city 
g ra n t him perm ission to co n d u ct a saloon at No. 
301 K street, in accordance w ith th e provisions 
of O rd in an ce 2f3. 
Sectiou 1 o f th e o rd in an ce referred to provides 
th a t an ap p licatio n for perm ission to co n d u ct a 
saloon sh all be accom panied by a n d c o n tain th e 
nam es and sig n atu res o f a m ajority o f th e c iti­ 
zens residing in ta e block w here such saloon is 
to be conducted. 
T he p etitio n reterred to is ac­ 
com panied by six teen signatures, an d iu th e 
body of th e p e 'itio n it is stated th a t th e signers 
are "business m en, residen s an d property-ow n- 
u r f ’ o f Ih e block. 
It Is a question of tact for 
th e Board to d eterm in e, w h e th er or n o t th e pe­ 
titio n docs co n tain th e sig n atu res o f a m ajority 
of th e titiz e n s resid en t iu th e block, an d uuless 
it is so signed by a m ajority th e p etitio n can n o t 
be gran ted . 
It w ill probably be w ith in th e 
know ledge o f m em bers of th e |B o ard th a t sem e 
ot th e figuers ot th is p etitio n are non-residents 
o f th e block referred to. T he P recin ct R egister 
of S acram ento county for th e election precinct 
in w hich th is block is situ ated , show s upw ard 
of 75 elector» registered as resid en t iu th e Dtoek, 
so it is hig h ly im probable th a t th e p e titio n e r has 
fortified him self w ith a m ajority of signatures, 
as req u ired by th e ord in au ce. 
T he second section of th e o rd in a n c e leaves it 
to th e discretio n of th e T rustees to g ra n t o r re- 
tuse perm ission to th e ap p lican t, even though 
h is petition m ay co n tain tn e requisite n u m b er 
of sig u atu res.

If tbe special officers 
to be appointtd for duty during the State 
Fair are to confine their labors to looking 
after a few gamblers, it is well that the 
tax-paying public should know it. Tbe 
gamblers confine their operations to a few 
down town blocks, where 
the 
regular 
officers can look after them. Indeed, one 
policeman can close every game in tbe city 
in one hour daily during the fair. It has 
been the dntv of the special officers to pa­ 
trol tbe city generally, to protect citizens 
and visitors from predatory footpads and 
thieves who always gainer in numbers 
when a fair is in progress. 
Should the Trustees go to work and ap­ 
point a gang of men to watch the gamblers 
and leave the people to the mercy of thugs 
and robbers, it is not unlikely that some 
ciiizen will be found with courage enough 
to place a legal injunction against any 
money being paid out of the city treasury 
for the services of such officers.

ILY ON MR. HENRY.

Y esterday afternoon the B oard of City 
Trustees took up for final reading the pro­ 
posed ordinance am ending Section 8 of the 
ordinance granting a franchise to the Cen­ 
tral Street R ailw ay C om pany so as to per­ 
m it the erection of poles on the streets for 
electric pow er purposes. 
J . H . H enry, the proposed purchaser o f 
th e road, inform ed the Board that he had 
m ade arrangem ents with the E lectric L ight 
C om pany by w hich he was to be allow ed 
th e use of the poles now erected, w hich 
w ould save the erection of two poles in 
three. 
H e expected to have to put in his 
own electric plant, a9 the E lectric L ight 
Com pany could not furnish th e pow er 
necessary for nineteen h o ars' use in tw en­ 
ty-four, w hich the road w ould require. 
A long and som ew hat “ p ainful” silence 
followed, w hen finally M r. M cLaughlin 
asked Mr. H enry w hat he proposed to do 
w ith th at portion of the street railw ay not 
now operated. 
T he laiter Baid he was not prepared to 
say, but he would either operate it or aban­ 
don it and take up the rails. 
H e could not 


d o w tell w hether or not i t w ould pay to 
operate it. 
Mr. H enry further stated th at the erec­ 
tion of poles could be saved in places by 
hooking the w ires to buildings w hen a l­ 
lowed by property-ow ners to do so. 
M r. W olfe asked Mr. Lewis if m oney had 
not been subscribed by propertv-ownei's on 
the Eleventh and L streets branch to build 
the road, and Mr. Lewis replied in the 
negative. 
T hen another long pause ensued, and 
was broken by Mr. M cLaughlin asking 
Clerk McKee if there was any record of 
th e B oard having accepted the Central 
S treet R ailw ay. 
M r. McKee said there was not, and n o th ­ 
ing requiring it. 
The ordinance granting 
the franchise prescribed w hat was required 
of the com pany, and under w hat conditions 
the franchise conid be declared forfeited. 
The m em bers of the Board had. he said, 
ridden over the road. 
R. T. D evlin, President of the com pany, 
told th e Board that th e object of a m unici­ 
pal body accepting a road was to bind the 
city, but tb ^ com pany was bound by the 
term s of its franchise. 
M r. M cLaughlin 
contended 
th at 
the 
streets had not been kept in repair along 
th e tracks. 
Mr. M cLaughlin here offered a substitute 
for th e am endm ent proposed by the com ­ 
pany and Mr. H enry. 
It recited the pro­ 
visions of th e Civil Code prescribing the 
liabilities oi the holders 
of franchises, 
w hich are all em braced in the existing 
franchise, but contained the further start­ 
ling proviso th at the City Trustees m ight, 
on giving sixty days’ notice, require the 
com pany to rem ove its poles and wires. 
M r. H enry said he was prepared then to 
say th at he would not accept any such con­ 
dition as nam ed in the proposed ordinance 
ju st read. 
T hat is. he would not come into 
this city and invest $100.000 and allow the 
B oard of Trustees the right to order his 
poles and wires dow n at any tim e at its own 
w ill. 
U nder th at provision his entire in ­ 
vestm ent could be rendered valueless by 
the Board by its sim ple order. 
W ith that 
exception he would accept the conditions, 
w hich did not in eilect m aterially differ 
from those contained in the ordinance pro­ 
posed by him . 
Mr. H enry then reviewed the provisions 
of M r. M cLaughlin's proposed ordinance 
at length, Some things in it he held to be 
unnecessary, but he did not object to them . 
B ut the provision giving th e Board the 
pow er to destroy his p lant w ithin 120 days 
he could not accept. 
H e asked Trustee 
M cLaughlin if he could doat a bond on any 
such proposition as that. 
' T here is no use,” he said, “ in our w ast­ 
ing any m ore tim e over this m atter. 
T hat 
is the only clause to w hich I object, and if 
you gentlem en insist upon th at I w ill go 
back home; and it will be m any a long day 
before you w ill have an electric railw ay 
u nder any such conditions. 
It seem s to 
m e it can be settled rig h t here in a few 
m inutes.” 
M ayor Com stock said it seemed him th at 
Mr. "McLaughlin's 
proposed 
ordinance 
asked too m uch of Mr. H enry. 
H e thought 
the original franchise should be am ended 
as requested by th at gentlem an. 
Mr. D evlin said th at Mr. M cL aughlin's 
franchise guaranteed nothing. 
It sim ply 
gave the com pany the right to erect poles 
for electric power purposes, bu t reserved 
the right itself to destroy th e franchise on 
giving sixty days’ notice. T h at was absurd, 
and no sane m an w ould invest ten cents on 
such a proposition. 
W hat value w ould a t­ 
tach to a horse if given to a m an w ith the 
proviso th at it m ight be taken aw ay w ithin 
ninety days? A nd w hat value would a rail­ 
road franchise possess in the financial world 
w hen it could be annulled in that tim e? 
M r. W olt w anted the m atter to go over 
another week. 
H e wanted tim e to consider 
the subject. 
Mr. K enrv said th at if any person could 
find a difference iu the proposed ordinances 
before the Board, w ith the exception noted, 
he would w alk here next M onday lrom 
San Jose to accom m odate the Board. 
H e 
had m ade four trips already. 
B ut the 
tim e was grow ing short. 
H is contract with 
th e com pany was about to expire; and 
furtherm ore, if he was to go on with the 
w ork, he m ust do it at once. 
H e did not 
care enough about the m atter to go to any 
further trouble, and was w illing to take his 
chances on a vote now. 
Trustee M cLaughlin m oved that 
the 
m atter go over another week. Trustee 
W olf seconded the m otion, and it was so 
ordered. 
M ayor Com stock said such action did not 
su it h im —th at he thought, in justice to 
M r. H enry, the m atter should be settled at 
once. 
A nd here endeth th e fouith act of the 
m unicipal farce. 
A fter leaving th e room Mr. H enry re­ 
m arked th at he considered th at the last of 
th e m atter. 
H is contract w ith the Central 
Railw ay ow ners w ould expire te-day, and 
he proposes to go to no m ore trouble about 
it. 
It looked to him , he said, as if the 
Trustees did not w ant to enconrage the 
enterprise, and he had wearied of the 
struggle.

Chance, 
however, said the witness, did not take 
kindly to this proposition, and said if the 
lax was not paid he would attach witness' 
wegou. 
W itness reiterated his proposition 
to take the m oney out of the m ilk bill. 
Ctiarce then w ent into the yard, and tak ­ 
ing hold of the wagon started off w ith it. 
W itness ran out, still holdiDg the half­ 
cleaned gan, and caught hold of one of the 
w heels 
to 
stop Chance. 
T he latter, 
said 
Nevis, 
then 
drew 
a 
revolver, 
and 
holding 
it 
near 
the 
w itnets 
head, threatened to snoot him . 
W itness 
then turned and ran tow ard th e bouse 
Chance followed him 
and 
som e more 
words passed betw een them , when sudden­ 
ly Chance leveled his revolver at the w it­ 
ness and tired. 
T he latter started to run 
but fell down. 
As he was rising Chance 
fir-d «gain. 
N either of the shots took 
effect. 
« 
Mrs. Nevis substantially 
corroborated 
her husband’s testim ony. 
T hat was all of the testim ony for the 
prosecution, and W . A. Gett, Jr., attorney 
for the defense, called Mr. Goddard, a 
neighbor of Nevis’, to the w itness-stand. 
Mrs. Goddard witnessed the trouble be­ 
tw een Nevis and Cbance from her back 
porch. She could not hear w hat was said 
by either, but judg >d by their actions that 
both were excited. 
Nevis was flourishing 
a shotgun abont, but she did not th in k he 
was going to shoot. 
F inally Nevis rushed 
tow aid Cbance, holding the gun m both 
hands, aud tnen Cbance fired th e first shot. 
Nevis stum bled and fell, aud then Cbance 
shot again.

RECIPROCITY. 
S ecretar, B laine’s Plan A dopted by th e 
Republican Leaders. 
W ashington, 
September 
1 st.— Mr. 
Blaine’s reciprocity proposition has won, 
as indicated in last night’s dispatch, sent 
exclusively by the California Associated 
Press. Saturday afternoon there was a 
fistal conference between Messrs. Aldrich 
and Allison on one side and Speaker Reed 
and M cKinley on the other. It was agreed 
that the plan of 'Mr. Blaine, to trace the 
free adm ission oí sugar for an equivalent 
m arket for Am erican products, should he 
accepted by the Senate and agreed to by 
•conferees on the part of the House, thus 
■guaranteeing its success. 
There will be in the reciprocity clause of 
the tariff bill o retaliation clause, intended 
to force open the gatea to the m areets of 
foreign countries. 
The m utual agreement upon the re­ 
ciprocity clause in the tariff bill will, it is 
believed, practically cut off all debate on 
the sugar schedule in the Senate and also 
the House. It is said that only Mr. Evarts 
of New Y ork will oppose the sugar clause 
in the Senate, and that it will meet with 
no opposition ef consequence in the House. 
Senators M anderson and Paddock, who 
have been fighting for encouragement to 
the beet-sugar industry, which is taking a 
foothold in Nebraska, intend to make 
speeches against free sugar, but the re­ 
ciprocity agreem ent secures their votes and 
■support. 
The agreement reached Saturday by the 
representative Republicans from the two 
Houses insures not only the speedy adop­ 
tion of the reciprocity clause in the Senate, 
but an adm irable agreeement in the Con­ 
ference Committee, as the gentlemen who 
have reached the prelim inary agreement 
will undoubtedly be on the Conference 
Committee, excepting, of course. Speaker 
Reed. The latter, while objecting to the 
reciprocity at the outset, now accepts it very 
heartly. Major McKinley, who also op­ 
posed reciprocity at the begiuning of this 
Congress, falls into line gracefully. 
To President Harrison much credit is due 
for the successful term ination of what at 
first appeared to be a serious controversy. 
W hen the President came to W ashington 
from Cape May after his celebrated inter­ 
view with Secretary Blaine, he was in­ 
clined to issue a message, urging CoDgress 
to support Secretary Blaine’s reciprocity 
plan, but he soon came to the conclusion 
that he could do more in his personal ca­ 
pacity than through an official document. 
H e, therefore, set about the missionary 
work, and urged individual Representa­ 
tives and Senators as they came from day 
to day to the W hite House to come to an 
understanding on the proposition, and 
they have finally done so in a way that 
will prove very satisfactory to Republicans 
at large and the people of the country gen­ 
erally. 


ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO. 
Tlieir Claims for Statehood to be In- 
quireci Int >. 
W ashington, September 1st.—At a meet­ 
ing of the House Committee on Territories 
to-day the subject of the consideration of 
bills for the admission of New México and 
Arizona into the Union being under dis­ 
cussion, a pream ble and resolution in re­ 
gard to the m atter, drawn up by Repre­ 
sentative M ansur of Missouri, was unani­ 
m ously adopted. 
The pream ble recite3 
that there have been bills introduced into 
the House and referred to the Territories 
Committee looking to the future adm is­ 
sion of the Territories of New Mexico and 
Arizona as States, and that a great contra­ 
riety of opinion exists as to the wisdom 
and propriety of their im mediate adm is­ 
sion into the Union. The iso latio n au­ 
thorized the Committee on Territories to 
send a sub committee of seven members to 
New Mexico and Arizona, with authority 
to inquire into the social, educational, 
financial and m oral condilions existing 
in the Territories, and report w hether the 
Territories, in justice to themselves and 
their relations to other Slates of the Union, 
are prepared for Statehood or not. The 
resolution also authorizes the sub-com­ 
m ittee on their trip to visit such localities 
in the Territory of Utah as they m ay deem 
proper, and there take and report testimony 
upon the questions of the prevalence and 
extent of or decadence of the doctrines and 
practices of plural and celestial marriages, 
as taught by the heads of the Mormon 
Church. The committee is required to 
m ake its report at the second session of the 
present Congress.

W ashington,September 1st.—The am ount 
of silver offered to the Treasury Depart­ 
m ent to day was 1.125.860 ounces. 
The 
acceptances were 12,500 ounces, at $ll9j. 
and 135.000 ounces at $119}, or 150 500 
in all. The total am ount purchased since 
August 13:h, the date when the present 
law w ent into effect, is 3,504,000 onnoes, 
leaving but 190,000 ounces to be purchased 
between now and the I3th inst. 


SINGLE TAX. 


The Special House Com m ittee Iuvestigat- 
ing the Charges A gainst Him . 
W ashington, September 1st.—The offi­ 
cial House committee, investigating charges 
against Commissioner R sum , resum ed its 
session this m orning. Cooper opened the 
proceedings by com plaining that the Record 
had been ‘'doctored,” and unw arranted 
corrections made by Commissioner Raum, 
and m uch m atter stricken oat. An in­ 
stance, he said, was in the Commissioner’s 
testim onv relative to the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Garetle, bh interview where the 
Commissioner interpolated words to make 
his testimony conform to that given by 
General Boynton. 
The committee instructed the stenog­ 
rapher to see that the Iiecord. was com­ 
plete. 
Smyser. a m em ber of the committee, was 
sworn. He said he was a stockholder iu 
the refrigerator company. 
The proceedings in the House, resulting 
in the resignation of Smyser, caused a post­ 
ponem ent of the investigation until the 
vacancy is filled. 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 
A D ecrease Last M onth ol Over Eight 
H undred Thousand D ollars. 
W ashington, September 1st.—The De­ 
partm ent statem ent of the aggregate of the 
interest-bearing debt, exclusive of United 
States bonds issued to the Pacific railrosds, 
was $680,878,020; debt on which interest 
has ceased eiocc m aturity, $1,777,475; ag­ 
gregate debt bearing no interest, including 
the national bank fund deposited in the 
treasury under the Act of July 14, 1890, 
$408,770,854; aggregate of certificates offset 
by cash in the treasury, $478,650,340; ag­ 
gregate of the debt, inclndtng certificates 
and notes, on August 31. 1890, $1 570.113,­ 
491; total cash io treasury, $691557,449; 
debt, less cash in treasury August 31, 1890, 
$875,556 040; debt, less cash in treasury 
July 31, 1890, $876.389113; net decrease 
daring the m onth, $833,023. 


Rivers and H arbors. 
W ashington, September 1st.—After a 
week of steadv work the conferees on the 
•river and harbor bill have reached an 
agreem ent and signed a report. 
The 
changes made in the bill by the Senate 
were generally agreed to; but in num erous 
cases the appropriations were reduced. As 
the bill passed the House it appropriated 
$19 948,000 ; as it passed the Senate, $25,­ 
787,000, and as agreed to in conference, 
$24.981.000. Tne section forbidding the 
obstruction of the channels of navigable 
rivers and providing for punishm ent there­ 
for was stricken out, and the Senate bill, as 
am ended by the House Committee on Riv­ 
ers and Harbors, covering the ground more 
■thoroughly, was inserted. The appropria­ 
tions for work on the Missouri river, un­ 
der commission, was reduced from $1,250,- 
C00 to $1.000,000. The Columbia river ap­ 
propriations were reduced to a total of 
$49,000. 
„ 
W ashington Notea. 
W ashington,September 1st.—A telegram 
was received at the State Department to­ 
day from M inister Mizner, saying that the 
G uatem alan Government acceded to the 
dem ands of this Governm ent that H ol­ 
lander, the exiled American editor, would 
be allowed to return to Guatemala for the 
purpose of fixing up his private affairs.

CONGRESSIONAL. 
IN THE-SENATE. 
Washinston, September 1st.—Id the Senate 
to-day Sherman gave notice of an amendment 
which lie proposed to offer to the tariff bill, look­ 
ing toward reciprocity with the Dominion of 
Canada in coal, and toward “extending trade 
relatious between Canada and the United 
States." 
Blair and Hoar wanted to let the tariff bill go 
over, as it was haber Day, and “do something 
for labor’ by considering labor bills. 
Aldrich thought Blair and Hoar wore in­ 
clined to buncombe, whereupon Blair charac­ 
terized Aldtich as the representative ol a 
monopoly. 
The presiding officer called Blair to order for 
unparliamentary language, and the tariff' bill 
was taken up, Aldrich objecting to its postpone­ 
ment, Hie pending question being the Finance 
Committee amendment to the woolen schedule. 
It increased the duty per pound on wool and 
woolen yarns from twice to two and one half 
times the duty imposed on unwashed wool ol 
the tirst class. 
Paddock said he would be glad to follow the 
majority of the Finance Committee, but be re- 
grettcd’he could not see his way clearly to it as 
to all sections. The agricultural West never 
favored high protective duties, but did favor 
sufficient protection to cover the difference in 
wages, while at the same time the semblance, 
at least, of foreign markets was preserved. 
The West regarded the revision of tne tariff as 
meaning the reduction of the tariff whenever 
possible, aud not an increase in tariff imports, 
and he was confident the demand for a lower 
range of duties would have to receive early 
and favorable response from Congress He be­ 
lieved in free sugar, but believed it should be 
secured through some such plan of reciprocity 
as indicated by Blaine and formulated by the 
Finance Committee. But whatever might be 
done in that respect, if a liberal bounty to 
home-produced sugar were assured for fifteen 
years, there would be no occasion whatever 
thereafter for the importation of a single pound 
of sugar into the United States. He would 
treat the proposed tin plate industry iu the 
same way. He felt certain that it would be the 
part of wisd m and justice to adopt a bounty 
policy rather than increase the duties. 
After a long discussion the committee amend­ 
ments were agreed to—26 to 18. 
The next paragraph, relating to woolen or 
worsted c oth, kuit fabrics, etc., the committee 
reported amendments increasing the duty from 
twice to thne times the duty per pound on un­ 
washed wool of the first class. Agreed to. 
On motion of Carlisle, the word •‘shawls" was 
inserted alter the words woolen or worsted 
cloths. 
To the next paragraph, relating to blankets, 
hats of wool, and flannels tor underwear, the 
committee amendment makes the duty the 
same as that of a pound and a half of unwashed 
wool of the first class, iu addition to the ad 
valorem rates. Agreed to. 
Finally the wool schedule was completed, and 
Vance offered as an additional section the 
amendment of which he heretofore gave notice, 
allowing a reduction of the duty on goods pur­ 
chased with the proceeds of American farm pto- 
ducts sold in a foreign country. He will ask for 
an evening session to-morrow in which to ad- 
firpRfi ihp hPHfttP 
The schedule relating to silk and silk goods 
was taken up and the committee amendments 
agreed to: also one by Aldrich, striking out of 
paragraph 392 the words "spuu silk” aud add­ 
ing “spun silk in skeins or eopB or on beams, 35 
per cent, ad valorem.” 
Aldrich stated that the sugar schedule would 
not be taken up. 
The conference reported a bill relating to col­ 
lisions at sea. Agreed to, and the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, September 1st.—Stockbrldge of 
Maryland moved to suspend the rules aud pass 
the bill providing for Government inspection of 
the coal mines in tbe Territories. Agreed to. 
Cooper of Indiana, rising to a question of 
privilege, stated that oneoi the charges in the 
resolution offered by him for tbe investigation 
of Commissioner of "Pensions Kaum was that the 
Commissioner was selling stock in tbe Refriger­ 
ator Company to the employes of the Pension 
Office. To day he learned that one ol the mem­ 
bers of the investigating committee, Represent­ 
ative M. 1. Smyser of Ohio was oueof the stock­ 
holders. Cooper thereiore offered a resolution 
discharging llr. Smyser from the committee. 
Smyser said he had no intimation that he was 
going to be appointed on the committee until 
the announcement was made by tbe Speaker. 
As a member of the committee he entered unon 
tbe discharge of his duty aud had done it faith­ 
fully and welt. He did own some of the stock, 
but that fact in no manner could affect the in­ 
tegrity or the honor of an honest matt. 
Smyser felt there was nothing in the eharpes 
against General Kaum in any way affecting 
him, but in order to satisfy tbe other side of tbe 
House and the country and a duty to himself, 
he most respectfully asked to be relieved from 
further service on the committee. The request 
was cranted. 
The Speaker stated rial when he appointed 
the committee he had[no¡¿ncwiedgeofauy rela­ 
tion b tween the gentleman from Ohio and the 
company referred to. The Chair had made the 
appointments from the Committee on Pensions 
and Invalid Pensions, because he thought it 
would facilitate the disposal of the matter to 
have gentlemen scrviug on the committee who 
had some knowledge ol the Pension Office. 
On motion of Cnipman of Michigan, the Sen­ 
ate bill was passed, extending the criminal 
jurisdiction of the Circuit and District Courts to 
the great lakes and their connecting waters. 
Perkins of Kausas moved to suspend the rules 
and pass th bill to ratify and confirm the agree­ 
ments with the sac and Fox and Iowa tribes of 
Indians in Oklahoma, and after an explanation 
by Perkins and Peel it passed. 
Adjourned.

Cn the United States they were favorable to 
the single tax idea. The Knights of Labor 
were abo favorable to tbe tingle tax, and 
m any of their Master W orkm en are com­ 
m itted to it. 
Dr. H enry Chase, of St. Louis, said the 
single tax idea favored the abolition of all 
laws supporting monopoly, the abolition of 
paper currency, and the abolition of legal 
m urder. [Cheers ] The Republican party 
is com m itting snicide and the Democrats 
dying a slow death. He, however, had 
hopes that the Democrats would do some 
good before they died. 
Louis A. Post was elected perm anent 
Chairm an. In his speech he said he be­ 
lieved that H enry George always saw the 
hand of God in the single tax movement. 
The path is broadening, and will broaden 
until the entire Democratic party is in­ 
cluded in the movement. 
W illiam E. Brooks, of South Dakota, 
was elected perm anent Recording Secretary; 
R. G. Brown, of Tennessee, and John C. 
W hite, of Illinois, Assistant and Reading 
Secretaries; H . T. Ring, of Texas, W m. 
Lloyd, of Garrison, Mass., and A. H. 
Stephenson, of Pennsylvania, Vice-Presi­ 
dents. Committees were appointed and 
the m eeting adjourned.
